Preachers  have  been  rebuked  for  affirming 
it,  and  charged  with  gross  business  inca- 
pacity to  distinguish  lietween  legitimate 
speculation  and  gambling  Even  a preach- 
er can  “speculate”  in  such  questions.  In 
its  highest  sense  speculation  is  a very  re- 
spectable term.  It  means  to  examine,  to 
ponder,  to  consider  carefully.  In  trade  it 
means  to  make  a purchase  or  investment 
that  involves  a risk  orloss,  and  also  offers 
a chance  of  profit.  It  is  important  tore- 
member  that  the  speculator  really  acquires 
a title  to  property  in  the  expectation  of 
disposing  of  it  at  a profit.  The  gambler 
simply  bets  upon  the  rise  and  fall  of  secu- 
rities, stocks  or  cotton.  There  is  no*  ex- 
change ol  values.  No  property  is  bought 
or  delivered.  In  speculation  one  buys 
property  outright— stock,  securities  or  cot- 
ton; in  gambling  he  simply  bets  on  a rise 
or  fall.  It  is  easjf  to  see  to  which  class  the 
dealer  in  cotton  futures  belongs.
